An  Act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
in  the  8[State  of  Tamil  Nadu]  of  a Fond, 
called  the  ‘[Tamil  Nadu  Famine  Relief  Fund],  for 
utilization  on  occasions  of  serious  famine  and  of 
distress  caused  by  serious  drought,  flood  or  other 
natural  calamities  in  the  said  '[State]. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  in  the  ’[State  of  Tamil 
Nadu]  of  a fund  for  utilization  on  occasions  of
